He king cominuing hys 
enterpriſe to fight with 
the duke of Paryra, and of 
the <Maywe, and to gine 
va them bac fon$ 9. 
57 rhe laſtorder ofhis depar- 

Vo T parture from Gouy : to 
the end nothing were forgonten that might 
draw and forcethe enetay +6 cometoabartel: 
the king without any forourning , came in 
great haſttolodgein Netwwillea league, 8one 
halfe diftantfrom Jkwrtor, where part of the for- 
c&s'of the faiddukeswas quartered, & intren- 
ched. Thedukewde candheGuife were 
mhore ehemfſeluevin pexſon with the-Canalle- 


nie of 8 ownaenie, the which Mornnfier- S. Parte 
ta rought ow oſChonpeger, and/Furryhys 
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owne Cornet. In the meane time that the 
marſhials of the field were appointing of the 
quarters, his Maieſtie aduanced forward with 
a hundred horſes, and fiftie Hargebuſiers a 
horſebacke, and to the end he might both dif. 
couer their intrenchment and iudge by theyr 
aſſurance inthe combat, whether they had ſto- 
macke inough to defend theirlodginges, & to 
come toabattell, comaunded in his preſence a 
Skirmiſh, in which Mounſfier de Contenant then 
commanding of the-enemies troupes, com- 
ming out of their village, was taken priſoner 
and one ſouldier of the ſaid Yitryhis company: 
hauing yeelded fo flendera skirmiſh , that the 
king did tudge by their countenance,the place 
to be more affured of it ſclfe , for the ditches 
round about ir, then in the force that kept it. 
And hauing appointed the night before that 
all his armie ſhoulde marche dircQly the next 
morning towardes 7xectot, his Maicſtie depar- 
ted at the breake of the day,with twentic hor- 
{es accompanied with two hundred more,and 
one hundred hargebuſiers a horſebacke , and 
hauing placed all them he had brought with 
him ſotew as they were in ſuch places of ad- 
uantageas ſerued beſtto his purpoſe - his Ma- 
teſtie would haue procured 2$skirmiſhe , and 
ſecing that among his enimics there was more 
feare, then will to fight , and that they were in 
amaze yer the army came,vahich TE 
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king, his Maieſtie cauſed theſe that were be- 
fore the village, to becharged ſo hotely, that 
outs entred pelle mielle into the village with 
the enemies. 

There were18$. or 20. of Vitry his compa- 
nie {laine, and more then ſhould hane been, if 
the ennemic had not 'putthe fire into the vil- 
lage to hinder our paſlage, further to purſue 
them. In the meane time Vitry and the yong 
Lord of Chaftres with their light horſes , pur 
themlſclues in battell without the village fe- 
conded by Mounſier S./Paule, and the Caual- 
liere of Bonrgonie & Champaiene. But they kept 
the place of their battell ſo cowardly , that as 
theſe few troupes which the king had broughe 
with him, did approch and charge them,they 
had rather refuge to their ſpurres and-to-the 
quickneſlc of their horſes then to their ſwords 
or piſtolles . Vitry his horſe was thine at that 
time vnder him, and ſhould haue beene taken 
if be had not been diſgagedagaine by one of 
his ſouldiers. Theyong Lord of Cheftrer was 
taken priſoner, and thine orfortic withhim, 
and as many flaine. The reſt ſaued themſclues 
by their haſtic retyring , which was fo ſpeedie 
that de Guiſe , andduke de Mayne, theirhorſes 
were out of breath: They found! veric fitly 
to their purpoſe 'ſome of their forces that had 
taken the Alarme in battell aray necre another 
village -iatrenched.

His maieſtie yppon the diſcouerie of the 
truth, togke a priſoner vpon the head of theys 
intrenchment, being a Spaniard of the c6pary 
of Diego Davillade,& having kept the Enemy al 
thatdayeinan Alarme within their intrenches 
ment :, -diſcouered the Jodginges where his 
campe ſhould hequartered the nexrdaye, and 
where to place his artillerie, 

Following this reſolution, the laſt day of A- 
prill, his Mateſtie came and lodged in Yqarians 
wk, and procurediomeskumitnes: of borlle- 
men-in the meanewhile that thereſtof the ar; 
mie wasin quartering of cheraſelyes, withour 
any other greatexplont doon thatday of both 
parties thasis worthy che writing, Butberwint

ens foanh. Which his mazeſtie ſeeing, hath 

t{uch oder in the affaizes of his Armic, that 
vicuals arethere in great ſtore and abundance 
and hope will not faile there heercafter. 

Since this vidorie, and from the next mor- 
aingforoxd, his maicſtie will vie all meanes 
posſible he can, todrawe his Enemictoa bat- 
tell, with ſych a reſolution, not to leaue them 
+ raiſes bath —_ thern, which his Ma- 
iefties hopes tq compaſllc yerithe lang, cither 
by a victorie of a; battell if they dooacceprir, 
or by neceſktie which ſhal force them toaban- 
don their trenches, which is ſuchealreadie in 
their Army,that altthingsare three times dea- 
rex then in Qur Campe. 

And this by the grace of God whtoeidthe 
Lord of hoſtes proteQorofthe Kinge, reve» 
ger of all m—_ powers, in whomearall 
times the King hath onlic purhis eruft &con- 
hdence.

The ficknes is preat 
in theircampe. In the skirmiſh that was 'vpor 
the fourth day of May,the horſe of the yong 
Prince was flaine, and he eſcaped very datige 
rouſlic andhardly, 4 oo 0 
 TheKing ſecing the Enimics to fortifie the. 
fclics within awood, which did tie betwixre 
him andthe troupes but five hundred paſcs, 
toyningvpontheir trenches wherethey mig 
plant forne ordinance, and'/foreleeing/ the da 
mage thatmight enſue by it, reſolaed by the 
aduiſc of his Princes, Lords, and chicteſt cap- 
taynes., 10 raiſe them'from thenee by force 
wuha Wn eur ATP, one 
oftheir.chicteſtquarters,and ts that'effeRe it 
wasappointed thatall the troups ſhould meet 
yponthe appointed Rendeuous to ſer vppon 
that wood in the breake of the daic :but the 
darkenefſc ofthe night haning-beene partclyc 
the cauſe that they were nor {o diligent, it was 
neere night before al were arriued, which took 
away all hope to effeftuare any thing that day.

the king was of opinion to haue ſlacked his en- 
.terpriſe till anather time ;. but fecing all his 
- trroupes full of courage and boldneſle, hcere. 
ſolued to make atiiall of it, cauſing itto bee al- 
faulted on ſundry ſides. VYhere the Engliſh- 
men, VVallons, French, and Lanccknightes, 
carried thom{ſelucs ſo valiantlic, that the farſte 
that were of the forlorne hope, forced all the 
ſaid trenches with a gret fightof pikes of both 
ſides, forcing the enimic finallye tro abandon 
both the wood and the village, being in num- 
ber about two thouſand men, whereof remai- 
'neddead.yponthe place, more then threehun 
dred Spaniards, with cenaine \ Yallons, and 
among the reſt ſix or ſeauen Captaines, with 
their Liefetenapt, Collonel de la Boletre,with 
outloſle but of three or foure men of the kings 
and {cucn ox cight hurt. 

Thekiag gaucatthe fame time to Baron BY 
rox, fiftic horſles of choſe that were with him, 
conducted by Monſieur le Vedame de Char- 
tres, who purſued them-that Gid retire til twen 
tie pafes from their, untrenchement, where all 
their Armic ſtood.in bartell, and flue yer ſixe 
or ſcuen ſcore more, with the loſle onelic of

Aftertliis we remained yet eight houres in 

bartell,to prefentthenrhe combar,where they 

did vs ſome harme atfirſtwith their great Or- 


dinance, which theythad placed in-a place 6f 
-aduguntage without their trenches , bur wee 
-tooke anotherplace where the Cannon could 


notdovs more harme,and ſo hauingnotſtaied 
forthem thus long, and the nighe toapproch, 


that they-made noſhowe of comming foorth, 


the king ſent eueric manits his quarter , till 0- 
ther occaſion were offered to exploit more: 
having ſufficrently ſhewed tothe enemy , and 
thatro+their loſſe that our Infantrie is better 
then theirs , whereof they have had the triall 
oftemimes , andyeeld that honour vnto/ our 
horſemen. I hope that God will fauour vs, as 

to continue our good facceſle. 
Twodaicsafterthe king had perforce taken 
from the enemy the woodthatonhis ſide did 
coucr him,As is aforefaid:the encmies finding 
no preat fafetieintheir campe reſolned ro dfl- 
lodge, and ſo departed ypon'Wedneſday laft, 
the fixth of this moneth beforeday without 
ſound of trampet or drefarhe;, in arainieand 
windie weather , whith in-recompenceof the 
hinderancethat is miniftred to their marche, 
broyghrthem the-commoditiero helpe ro co- 
wettheltdeparture  tharthe king conkde tor 
bets readic to foowe them , which notwith-
